who is afflicted. According to records 
the disease is curable and is treated 
by a surgical operation followed by 
medical treatm en t. 
While the hospi 
tal has not been form ally opened ma 
ny patients are being treated under 
t i e supervision of Miss S. A. Lunt, 
head nurse. 
The medical physician 
to be in charge has not been appoint­ 
ed as yet, 
Ljocated in the h ea rt of a section in 
which trachom a is prevalent, exten- 
ive plans have been made to check 
and cure the disease.

MINERAL RESOURCES 
OF STATE OF MISSOURI

Rolla, Mo., July 17.—“The history 
of Missouri is the history of her min­ 
eral resouces,” said A. H. Beuhler, 
head of the Missouri Geological Sur­ 
vey in an address to students of the 
C lass of Special Correspondence of 
the School of Journalism , University 
of Missouri. 
“ In this state we have 


e x t e n s i v e mineral resources and our 
earth contains a g rea ter variety of 
economic 
minerals 
th an any other 
state of the United States. 
Missou­ 
ri’s history began with a conquest for 
m ineral deposits. 
Phillip 
Reno, 
a 
F renchm an with two hundred follow­ 
ers was one of the first explorers to 
this country in search for mineral. 
H e made an effort to develop the 
O zark regions. 
“ Mo. has nearly every sort of min­ 
eral. 
In St. Francois County lies the 
greatest lead 
producing 
country in 
the world, fifty per cent of the barite 
in the world is 
mined 
in 
Missouri. 
N ear St. Louis is th e g re a test fire 
clay 
district 
in the United States 
next to the deposits of Pennslyvania, 
we also have diassore clay which is 
partly alum inum and is also used for 
fire brick. 
About 7,000 tons of coal 
^re mined annually, and th ere are 
the large lead and zinc deposits near 
Joplin. 
Cobalt and nickel are mined 
extensively and Iron 
Mountain has 
only recently been reopened to mine 
ore. 
There is hardly a county 111 Mis­ 
souri which does not contain some 
rich mineral 
deposits. 
T here is 
wealth 
in 
Missouri’s rocks, in her 
marbles, g ranites and lim estones.” 
To aid in a more extensive investi­ 
gation of the mineral resources of 
this district and to establish a labor­ 
atory for experim entation 
and 
re­ 
search the United States B ureau of 
Mines will open a laboratory at trie 
Rolla School of Mines this fall: 
A 
building to cost $115,000 is now under 
construction on the 
school 
cam pus 
which 
will 
be 
m aintained by the 
S tate and G overnm ental mine d ep a rt­ 
m ents for the use of governm ent em ­ 
ployes and the students of the school. 
Charles E. Van Barneveld of St. Lou­ 
is will be in charge of the govern­ 
ment work in the laboratory while 
Dr. Charles 
H. 
Fulton 
will 
have 
charge of the School of Mines d ep a rt­ 
ment. 
The 
building 
was started 
about a year ago and will be comple­ 
ted this fall. 
Six U nited S tates En­ 
gineer* and six Missouri S tate En­ 
gineers will have th e ir headquarters 


in this laboratory. 
The Rolla School of Mines located 
at Rolla and m aintained as a part of 
the U niversity of Missouri with a bi­ 
ennial appropriation of $136,000 has 
a general academic course of instruc­ 
tion in mineralogy and raettalurgy. 
Form ally opened in 1874 on the thitd 
floor of a public school buildng the 
school has grown to a large enroll­ 
ment, and a school with ten beautiful 
buildings containing complete labora­ 
tories and class room s for instruc­ 


tion in the field of work.

The Farmer’s Plight. 


The plight of the farm er, g ra p h i­ 
cally told in S unday’s Post-Dispatch, 
is desperate, indeed. 
Forced to sell 
his own products at pre-war prices, 
he m ust yet pay almost pre-war p ri­ 
ces for his necessities, and, as a re ­ 
sult, cannot make his income equal 
his expenditures. 
It is 
an 
ironic 
tw ist th a t makes him a victim of hs 
own 
industry. 
Overproduction 
has 
sent the price of farm products to 
rock bottom, and the farm er is left 
to m editate on the folly of w orking 
oneself into the poorhouse. 
Im m ediate relief is not 
in 
sight. 
The farm credits bill offers possibil­ 
ities for borrowing money, but to bor­ 
row will not help the farm er, unless 
he can farm a t a profit. 
It only e n a ­ 
bles him to go deeper into debt. W h at 
he needs is not a means of g etting in­ 
to debt, but of getting out of it. 
There is plausibility in the plan of 
the Am erican F a rm B ureau F e d e ra ­ 
tion to organize cooperatives th rough 
which the farm ers will be able to 
store th eir products and m arket them 
on an orderly and system atic sched­ 
ule. 
The difficulties, however, of or­ 
ganizing such a large and widely d is­ 
persed d a s a «farm ers are great. 
It 
is not likely th a t they can ever he in­ 
duced to act with the unanim ity and 
understanding 
th a t 
ap p ears in the 
steel industry o r the o th er m a n u fa ct­ 
uring and selling interest#» 
N ev er­ 
theless, some plan fo r reducing p ro ­ 
duct ion seems the only practical so­ 
lution. 
If w lu a t is scarce enough, 
the price is sure to rise. 
This makes a painful situation for 
the w age earner, who neither raises 
nor m anufactures. 
He has 
to 
buy 
from both sides, and is ground be­ 
tween 
the 
Upper and nether mill­ 
stones. 
His only recourse is to get 
higher wages. 
It is 
unhealthy 
to 
have prices artificially sustained as 
industry 
has 
m anaged 
to su stain 
them since the war. nad as the f a r m ­ 
ers ap p aren tly intend to sustain them 
in the future. 
eersts. reint H Jx x w a J a u x J rs.eJO sd 
One thing has become obvious, and 
th a t is th a t the farm er has been in- 
gloriously gold-bricked on the tariff. 
Instead of helping him, it has hurt. 
It has failed to keep up the prices of 
his products, but it has upheld the 
prices of 
the 
m anufactured articles 
which he has to buy. 
Dollar w h ea t 
would be good * nough lor the fa rm e r 
if he could buy a good pair of shoes 
fo r $3.50 and a suit of clothes for $15. 
But under beneficent auspices of the 
Fordney-M cC um ber tariff, he g ets 80 
cents for his w heat and pays as much 
for sugar, clothing and shoes as he 
did when his w heat b rought $2.30 a 
bushel. 
A gain, the fa rm e r m ig h t sell his 
surplus production 
to 
Europe 
and 
thus m aintain a dem and at home, if 
Europe w ere able to buy. 
B ut 
it 
takes money to buy w heat, and to g e t 
money Europe m ust sell her m anu- 
faetued articles in A m ercia, and the 
prohibitive im port duties make th is 
impossible. 
At the one point w here 
his G overnm ent m ight have helped, 
it has betrayed him. 
T here is reason to believe th a t the 
next season will see a shortage of 
fa rm products, p erhaps as m arked as 
th e 
present 
surplus. 
Even if this, 
w ere not deliberately planned fo r its 
effect on the m a rk et, it would result 
natu rally from the fa rm e r’s p rese n t 
discouragem ent, and from his actu a l 
inability to provide a norm al q u an tity 
of fertilizer, seed 
and 
m achinery. 
T hen we shall all have to pay for the 
prese n t abundance, which 
is 
ra th e r 
rough on us, seeing that the consum ­ 
ing public has got very little benefit 
of it in retail prices.— Post-D ispatch.

OUR LA RG EST CAVE 


In 1881 a man passing over a hole in 
the ground had his hat shot off by a 
sudden gust of air. 
History fails to 
record ht>w far he ran or how fast. 
When he stopped and recovered his 
senses he told others of this unexpect­ 
ed and exciting experience. 
A party 
accompanied him back to the spot and 
Wind Cave, one of the wonders of our 
West, a few miles north of the town 
of Hot Springs in the southwestern 
corner 
of 
South 
Dakota, 
was dis­ 
covered. 
Although not all of this cave has 
been 
as 
yet 
explored, that portion 
which has been trod by man comprises 
a larger area than that ocupied by any 
other known cave in America. The ex­ 
plored portion comprises 
about 
one 
hundred miles of passageways and sev­ 
eral hundred rooms or cham bers. No 
outlet has been discovered; therefore, 
the end is as much a mystery as ever. 
Aside from 
an 
occasional trickle 
down some wall, there is an unusual 
absence of w ater in this cave* 
'1 he 
tem perature is a pleasant medium as 
caves go, neither too warm nor too 
cold. A peculiar feature which scien­ 
tists 
seem 
unable to solve to their 
satisfaction Is that of the shifting of 
the movements of air 
through 
this 
cave. At times the trend of the air 
at the entrance is outward and then 
again it is inward. 
While ft is anticipated 
that 
ulti­ 
mately many different routes through 
this underground cavern will be avail­ 
able to visitors, three only have been 
opened up to this time. The longest 
of these routes includes som e seventy- 
five room s and about six hours are re­ 
quired I«» m ake the circuit. 
The names bequeathed to the vuri- 
ous chambers or rooms are characteris­ 
tic of the predominating feature of 
each. There’s the Post Office, w here 
most visitors endeavor to tiud wall 
space for their cards; 
the B rid e s 
Chamber, the Garden of Eden, Dante's 
Inferno, thy Opera House the Cross 
Roads, the F a ir Grounds and so on. 
These rooms differ widely both as to 
size and formation. The Fair Grounds 
is reputed to be the world’s largest 
underground cavern, being upwards of 
an acre In extent. 
T h e se rooms are arranged In parallel 
tiers and are also stacked in layers. 
This latter arrangem ent on so vast a 
scale as here in evidence is decidedly 
unusual in cave architecture. The long 
and short of it is that this cave takes 
on a resemblance to an eight-story un­ 
derground office building. 
This cave was created a national 
park in 1903 and is open to tourists 
throughout the year.

The plight of the farmer, graphi­ 
cally told in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch, 
is desperate, indeed. 
Forced to sell 
his own products at pre-war prices, 
he must yet pay almost pre-war pri­ 
ces for his necessitie , and, as a re­ 
sult, cannot make his income equal 
his expenditures. 
It is

twist that makes him a victim of hs 
own 
industry. 
Overproduction 
has 
sent the price of farm products to 
rock bottom, and the farmer is left 
to meditate on the folly of working 
oneself into the poorhouse. 
Immediate relief is not 
in 
sight. 
The farm credit- bill offers possibil­ 
ities for borrowing money, but to bor­ 
row will not help the farmer, unless 
he can farm at a protit. 
It only ena­ 
bles him to go deeper into debt. What 
he needs is not a means of getting in­ 
to debt, hut of getting out of it. 
There is plausibility in the plan of 
the American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion to organize cooperatives through 
which the farmers will b* 
able to 


s to r e their p r o d u c ts and market them 
on an orderly ami systematic sched­ 
ule. 
The difficulties, however, of or­ 
ganizing such a large and widely dis­ 
persed d a s a «farmers are great. 
It 
is not likely that they can ever be in- 
duced to act with the unanimity and 
understanding 
that 
appears in the 
steel industry or the other manufact­ 
uring and selling interests. 
Never­ 
theless, 
some plan for reducing pro­ 
duction 
seems the only practical 
so­ 
lution. 
If wheat is scarce enough, 
the price is sure to rise. 
This makes a painful situation for 
the wage earner, vvho neither raises 
nor manufactures. 
He has 
to 
buy 
from both sides, and is ground be­ 
tween 
the 
upper and nether mill­ 
stones. His only 
recourse is to get 
higher wages. 
It is 
unhealthy’ 
to 
have prices artificially sustained as 
industry 
has 
managed 
to sustain 
them since the war, nad as the farm ­ 
ers apparently intend to sustain them 
in the future.

One thing has become obvious, and 
that is that the farmer has been in- 
gloriously gold-bricked on the tariff. 
Instead of helping him, it has hurt. 
It has failed to keep up the prices of 
his products, hut it has upheld the 
prices of 
the 
manufactured articles 
which he has to buy. 
Dollar wheat 
would be good enough for the farm er 
if he could buy a good pair of shoes 
for $3.50 and a suit of clothes for $15. 
But under beneficent auspices of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff, he gets 80 
cents for his wheat and pays as much 
for sugar, clothing and shoes as he 
did when his wheat brought $2.30 a 
bushel. 
Again, the farm er might sell his 
surplus production 
to 
Europe 
and 
thus maintain a demand at home, if 
Europe were able to buy. 
But it 
takes money to buy wheat, and to get 
money Europe must sell her manu- 
factucd articles in Amercia, and the 
prohibitive import duties make this 
impossible. 
At the one point where 
his Government might have helped, 
it has betrayed him. 
There is reason to believe that the 
next season will see a shortage of 
farm products, perhaps as marked as
